BPW - May 


Serious budgetary problems ap- 
Cre to be plaguing the Board of 


Yublic Works. 

Chairman Alex Henderson, late 
in Monday night’s session, asked 
his Board to go into executive 
session to discuss the budget and 
what he referred to as a ‘‘policy’’ 
decision to be made. 

The Board did not follow the 
suggestion, deciding to wait for a 
few days until office manager 
Calvin Metcalf has further budget 
figures available. 

Mr. Henderson referred to some 
one or more persons whom he 
claimed are ‘‘clamping down’’ on 
procedures that have been handled 
without difficulty or protest in 
other years. 

One major question appeared to 
be going to the special town 
meeting for permission to transfer 
already appropriated BPW funds 
from one account to another. And 
it also was suggested that perhaps 
the Finance Committee could do 
this without town meeting appro- 
val. 

Nowhere during the discussion 
was there any concrete statement 
of who might be ‘‘clamping down’’ | 
or in what way. 

Specific Appropriations 

Checking with other town offi- 
cials later in the week, however, 
it appeared that the BPW’s prob- 
lem lies in the way the March 
town meeting appropriated funds 
for that municipal agency. 

One official said he believed 
that, for the first time, each bud- 
vet item was voted separately. 
Thus, for example, a wage amount | 
was specified for a department; | 
another amount specified for! 
materials. This would make it} 
impossible for the Board to use | 
wage money for materials, within | 
the same department; something | 
apparently done without difficulty | 
in other years. 

There appeared to be consider- 
able concern Monday night that 
some appropriated amounts will 
not be sufficient for the year. but 
the Board did not make specilic 
mention of which departments | 
might be affected. 

Other town officials speculated 
that the Board of Public Works 
will have to ask town meeting for 
permission to transfer funds trom 
one specific purpose to another; 
or ask the Finance Committee to 
transfer sufficient funds from the 
reserve. One explained that a 
town meeting vote probably can 
not be altered by a town agency, 
but only by another town meet- 
ing. 

Thus, even though total appro- 
priated funds remaining in the 
BPW budget might be ample for

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Legalized Pocket Picking 


Many stories have been written in the weeks just past 
about prolific spending — sheer waste, if you will — in the 
state Department of Public Works. 

And naturally this has become a campaign issue. We 
suspect it won't be a very good one, because Republicans, 
some high up in party councils, have been daubed with the 
same brush used to paint a black picture of the Democra- 
tic administration. 

But leaving out the political angle, we were disturbed 
last week to see locally just how serious this problem 
has become. Whether sponsored by Republicans or Demo- 
crats, men working for the state should put in a day’s 
work for their money. The taxpayer should not be expected 
to support the lazy. 

One particular crew — and we call your attention to a 
news story in this week’s issue — had at least twice as 
many men as needed to do the job. Two other crews were 
standing idly, chatting, while the hours flew by. Another 
crew appeared to be sitting in private cars, reading the 
newspapers during the mid-morning hours. 

How much of this arrogant abuse should the taxpayers 
be expected to stand, before they rise up and demand a 
drastic change in state policy? 

Consider the cost to each of us, as taxpayers, of men 
standing around doing nothing; think of the snow removal 
funds used to pay wages during August; and then turn your 
attention to the price paid for private equipment. 

All this money comes from out pockets — and thus it is 
our responsibility to demand that it be spent wisely, as 
sparingly as possible, while accomplishing the necessary 
functions of the Department. 

Not one cent should be spent as a dole. 

If it is necessary to put men to work, because they lack 
employment, then the state should establish some separate 
agency to handle this problem. And it should be tagged for 
what it is. 

It is time to eliminate the policy which finds politicians 
all over the state handing out jobs on the public works 
details in such vast numbers that work can not be found 
for the men. Only those extra employees needed to ac- 
complish the Department’s summer work should be hired — 
and then we should insist that the men actually do some 
work for their money. Let the others either be cared for by 
some other state agency established, as we previously 
said, for the specific purpose of providing jobs for the 
unemployed; or let them find private employment. 

We realize this is a mighty theoretical approach to a 
situation created by practical political considerations. 
For there isn’t a successful politician anywhere who isn’t 
deluged by requests for temporary jobs, or for a chance to 
rent a piece of equipment to the state. And there are few, 
if any, of the successful politicians who refuse the re- 
quests if it is in their power to grant them. The politi- 
cian claims he must spend much of his time doing favors 
and handing out patronage in order to survive in the next 
election; the citizen claims politicians seek opportunities 
to hand out the plums, so why not take advantage of them. 

It's doubtful whether any remarkable changes will be 
witnessed, however pressing the demand. But there is a 
real need for change, all the same. Until it is accom- 
plished, we fear that the taxpayers — that’s all of us — 
will find the state’s hand slipping quietly into their 
pockets each year for money to support this politically- 
inspired policy. 

Meanwhile, how do you like legally having your pocket 
picked? 


Early Interest A Good Sign 


The town election is six months away — yet even now 
we are beginning to see considerable interest in the 
election. This is all to the good, 

For next year’s town election will be the first under 
the town manager charter — with a five-man Board of 
Selectmen to be named. There already is considerable 
speculation about possible candidates and considerable 
discussion about the intentions of the incumbents. 

Running for Selectman won’t be as easy as just putting 
the name on the ballot. It will be necessary to specify a 
term — because the new charter states that two shall be 
elected for three years, two for two years and one for a 
one-year term. Thus each candidate, including present 
Selectmen if they choose to run, must specify the term. 
This leads to considerable jockeying for position, as can- 
didates wait to see if a soft touch develops. 

Thus it is particularly good to hear some talk about the 
town election and possible candidates, even though we 
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are not likely to get specific announcements for several 
months. It would give all the voters a better chance to 
make up their minds, if most of the candidates announced 
at a fairly early date, rather than waiting to see who runs 
for each term. 

It’s certain to be an interesting political year here — 
and it is obvious that the voters will be given a wide 
choice of candidates for the Selectmen’s office. Let’s 
hope that considerable wisdom is shown in the selection.
